RECENT REPORT 



Prehistoric Discoveries O f 
Funkhouser. Webb Print- 
ed; New Archaeological 
Site Investigated 

A report describing prehistoric 
discoveries made in Henry county. 
Kentucky, by Professors Funkhouser 
and Webb, of the University, has 
recently been published by the de- 
partments of anthropology and ar- 
chaeology. 

Until the discovery of the Chilton 
site three and one-half miles east 
of Campbellsburg. which is made 
the arpticular subject of this re- 
port, there was only one known 
archaeological site of an, 
ance in the county. 

Under the direction of John L 
Buckner. also of the University and 
to whom the authors of the report 
give entire credit for the material 
presented, a party was organized 
which thoroughly investigated the 
stie during the summer of 1936 and 
made discoveries of great archaeo- 
logical interest. 

A total of 30 burials were found, 
all in graves of similar construction 
and in groups of from two to eight. 
The groups were widely separated 
from each other, and each consti- 
tuted a natural unit for investiga- 
and report Four of the units were 
especially interesting due to the fact 
that they contained two layers of 
burials, one above the other, the 
bodies being separated by limestone 
slabs. 

The total number of artifacts dis- 
covered on the site was not great. 
Of the 30 burials only seven had 
artifacts of any kind. Among these 
were two wolf Jaws which had been 
ground to a flat surface on the 
lower edge, two strings of beads 
made from incisors of elk. an elbow 
pipe of sandstone, and three bar 
shaped gorgets No pottery of any 
kind was found.

The meeting opened with Intro- 
ductions of new faculty members to 
the old staff, following which Dean 
Edward Wiest reported on Insurance 
plans, and Professor Frank Murray 
explained the purpose of the Uni- 
versity Credit Union. 

Dr McVey titled his address "Ob- 
ligations to the University." One of 
the first requisites of a faculty 
member, he pointed out. is to know 
his University. He added that this 
includes not only the knowing of 
other staff members and buildings 
on the campus, but the University 
regulations drawn up by the Senate 
and the Board of Trustees. 

"It doesn't require long for one to 
be teaching something which is 15 
or 20 vears old." he stressed, speak- 
ing of the teacher's obligation to 
know his subject. It is necessary 
for an instructor to keep in con- 
stant touch with his students, his 
subject, and the University, he said. 

Another point brought out was 
the need of the faculty to help or- 
ganize and recognize University 
functions. "They should take an 
interest in student affairs and try- 
to see his viewpoint." 

"So I welcome you to a year which 
I trust will be the greatest in ac- 
complishments in the history of the 
University." President McVey said

The program director au- 
ditions all talent and makes out the 
programs one month in advance. 
The engineers see that all equip- 
ment is working properly and rides 
level" on the program in order to 
prevent any transmitters on the 
hook-up from over-modulating, 
which is the blurred effect that you 
sometimes get when someone talks 
too close to the "mike ". The com- 
m. icial managers sell time on the 
network to anyone who wants to 
sponsor a program, however, in the 
last few years this has been handled 
mostly by national advertising 
agencies. It must be apparent by 
now that it requires a large and ex- 
tremely efficient staff to 
run a major network.

"Does my voice sound like that?" 
is the inevitable question asked by 
a person hearing his voice coming 
from the English Department's new 
sound recorder for the first time. 

While speaking into a microphone 
a little needle records the voice on 
a record. After the speech is fin- 
ished another needle sends the voice 
over a loud speaker and the speaker 
hears his own speech as others hear 
it. Most people do not recognize 
their own voices, because they do 
not hear their own voices as other 
people hear them. 

This sound recorder catches every- 
thing. All of those little catches 
in the voice when the speaker gets 
that funny feeling of being before 
a microphone. The speaker has to 
be rather careful of what he says 
under his breath because it records 
even a whisper. 

Public speaking classes will be 
able to hear themselves speak and 
profit by the mistakes they make 
after hearing themselves. Prof. W. 
L. Sutherland, who teaches public 
speaking, has the machine in his 
office in McVey hall and will begin 
classwork with it soon. 

The department of romance lang- 
uages will also use the recorder to 
help students learn to speak foreign 
languages. With this help students 
can find their mistakes in pronun- 
ciation quickly and profit by them.

"Any old rags, any old bones, any , 
old bottles!'' That is the way the 
adage goes as describing the junk ' 
men of old. but the saying might J 
well be changed to "Any old mags.' 
any old books, any old bottles." if 
applied to conglomeration of articles 
found in more than a dozen lockers 
in the basement of McVey hall last 
Wednesday. 

Locks on these unclaimed vaults 
were sawed in half and the con- 
tents that were taken from them 
revealed that many had not been 
opened since as early as 1932. and 
others, although they had been 
opened more recently, still con- 
tained papers — mainly.

garter, a lady's hat. a Bunsen burn- 
er, a French curve, a bottle of ink. 
a bar of soap, three rulers, a grad- 
uation collar, and a war map were 
a few of the other peculiar rem- 
nants of bygone days. 

Evidently someone, back in 1933 
brought their lunch to school, neat- 
ly wrapped in oil paper and tied 
with a string, and forgot to eat it: 
for that is what was found in the 
bottom of one of the lockers, hid- 
den beneath a stack of physics 
manuals, bacteriology notes, an 
ROTC manual and numerous Ken- 
tucky Kernels, yellowed with age.

Poor Yorick" 
were found together in one locker 

Almost as intereseting as the ex- 
cavations of geologists when discov- 
ering the remains of a prc-historic 
animal, or the explorations of the 
archaeologists in the ancient Egyp- 
tian tombs, was the excavation of 
these dozen lockers to the journal 
ism department an 
nessed it.
